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| once read somewhere a very profound statement that meant nothing to 
me at the time and has only recently become to make some sort of sense. 
Study yourself as the hunter studies his prey.

2. Art 


| always thought that essentially all art is a performance of sorts. 
Considering that it is traditionally interdisciplinary, scripted or otherwise, 
random or carefully orchestrated. The performance can be live or via 
media; the performer can be present or absent. It can be any situation that 
involves four basic elements: time, space, the performer's body, or 
presence in a medium, and a relationship between performer and 
audience. So yes, basically that covers every possibility of just about 
everything. 

It would seem to be one of the oldest forms of art as history records that 
Antisthenes and Diogenes in ancient Greece practised a form of 
performance art and that they acquired the epithet of cynic which means 
"dog" due to Diogenes behaving repeatedly like a dog in his performances. 


Having heard the name of Marina Abramovich whilst living in a hellish 
village | later discovered that she is considered the "grandmother of 
performance art." She pioneered a new notion of identity by bringing in the 
participation of observers, focusing on "confronting pain, blood, and 
physical limits of the body. 


In 1974 she performed the piece entitled ‘Rhythm 0’. 

To test the limits of the relationship between performer and audience, she 
assigned a passive role for herself, with the public being the force which 
would act on her. 

Placed on a table were seventy two objects that people were allowed to 
use in any way that they chose. 

Some of these were objects that could give pleasure, while others could 
be wielded to inflict pain. Perhaps the most disturbing item was a gun and 
a single bullet. 


For six hours she allowed the audience members to manipulate her body 
and actions. This tested how vulnerable and aggressive the human subject 
could be when hidden from social consequences. 

By the end of the performance, her body was stripped, attacked, and 
abused. 

She claimed this work, affirms her identity through the perspective of 
others, however, more importantly by changing the roles of each player, 
the identity and nature of humanity at large is unravelled and showcased. 


This represents the objectification of the female body, as she remains 
motionless and allows the spectators to do as they please with her body, 
pushing the limits of what one would consider acceptable. This type of 
representation also reflects key political issues such as BDSM, which 
complicates and questions the relation between art versus sexuality and 
public discourse. 

If left to their own devices, it seems that humans will quickly revert to 
conflict and pain. 


In conclusion she stated, "What | learned was that if you leave it up to the 
audience, they can kill you. | felt really violated: they cut up my clothes, 
stuck rose thorns in my stomach, one person aimed the gun at my head, 
and another took it away. After exactly 6 hours, as planned, | stood up and 
started walking toward the audience. Everyone ran away, to escape an 
actual confrontation." 

Some years before she had proposed a similar idea to the same gallery 
that was also refused. The piece was untitled; the idea was to stand in 
front of the public dressed in her regular clothing. Present on the side of 
the stage was a clothes rack adorned with clothing that her mother 
wanted her to wear. She would take the clothing one by one and change 
into them, then stand to face the public for a while. From the right pocket 
of her skirt she would take a gun. From the left pocket of my skirt a bullet. 
Then placing the bullet into the chamber and turn it. Placing the gun to her 
temple... pull the trigger. 

The performance had two possible outcomes. 

| learned a few years ago that the girl from the commune had recreated 
this “performance” at a private gallery somewhere in Europe. 

Now in the curator’s collection are two large white canvases, white that is, 
except for the blood stains. 

That death should be viewed as ‘art’ is perhaps a telling statement of the 
true human condition, perhaps inhuman. 

One question remained, whose blood was it, the girls or one of the guests? 


Had the 
artist been 
created or 
was She the 
creator, 
victim or 
perpetrator? 


Throughout history there has always been "new" Art Movements, each 
with its own set of rules and standards, mostly to appeal to an elite group 
of people. For me art is just a word that defines everything we create and 
just as individuals have different likes and dislikes, art remains a personal 
choice. 


Dada, came from Avant Garde post world war 1. It attempted to be the 
opposite of everything which art stood for. Where art was concerned with 
traditional aesthetics, Dada ignored aesthetics. If art was to appeal to 
sensibilities, Dada was intended to offend. 

As Hugo Ball expressed it, "For us, art is not an end in itself, but it is an 
opportunity for the true perception and criticism of the times we live in." 
Cabaret Voltaire was the name of an artistic nightclub in Zurich, founded 
by Hugo Ball, with his companion Emmy Hennings on February 5th 1916, as 
a cabaret for artistic and political purposes. Other founding members 
were Marcel Janco, Richard Huelsenbeck, Tristan Tzara, Sophie Taeuber- 
Arp and Jean Arp. performances were of the spoken word, dance and 
music. The shows were often raucous events with artists experimenting 
with new forms of performance, such as sound poetry and simultaneous 
poetry. 

However the movement suffered from its political viewpoints and many of 
its followers and performers looked for a new outlet to express a more 
individual identity, by 1924 the surrealist movement took hold in Paris. 
Started by André Breton, to "resolve the previously contradictory 
conditions of dream and reality into an absolute reality, a super-reality", 
or surreality. 

The movement spread around the globe, impacting the visual arts, 
literature, film, and music of many countries and languages, as well as 
political thought and practice, philosophy, and social theory. 


The Bauhaus movement is well documented, one thing | always found of 
interest was At the Metallisches Fest in February 1929, yes a Metal 
Festival in the twenties! 

Guests entered the party along a long metal slide. Symbolising the 
technological age, shiny spheres of silver metal and glass dangled from 
the ceiling, the building’s windows were covered in tinfoil and the 
staircase was transformed into a musical instrument with each step 
activating a bell, reflecting the ‘glocken schellen lingel fest’ sub-text of the 
invitation. 

The house band, die Bauhaus-Kapelle, created the party atmosphere, 
playing traditional and improvised instruments that were occasionally 
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destroyed as part of the performance. Sound was heavily amplified by 
cone structures and early magneto-electric apparatus. 


A few have a more direct link with music such as Fluxus, this was an 
international, interdisciplinary community of artists, composers, designers 
and poets during the 1960s and 1970s who engaged in experimental art 
performances which emphasized the artistic process over the finished 
product. 

It had a set of "ideals"; Fluxus is an attitude. It is not a movement or a 
style. 

Fluxus is intermedia.Fluxus creators like to see what happens when 
different media intersect. They use found and everyday objects, sounds, 
images, and texts to create new combinations of objects, sounds, images, 
and texts. 

Fluxus works are simple. The art is small, the texts are short, and the 
performances are brief. 

Fluxus is fun. Humour has always been an important element in Fluxus. 
Fun it may have been but Stockhausen, Cage and La Monte Young were 
amongst its more serious musical performers. 


Art and music collided in the 1960's, pop art came to the forefront of the 
new psychedelic age, Warhol and the Velvet Underground would perform, 
music, dance, film and artworks under the title of ‘Exploding Plastic 
Inevitable’. 


COUM Transmissions was a transgressive performance art group, with 
inspiration stemming from Fluxus and the underground Mail Art scene, 
founded at the end of 1969 in Hull by Neal Megson and "Jesus" Joheero. 
COUM expanded its members from 1970 to 1973 to include Cosey Fanni 
Tutti, Pinglewad, Spydee and Ray Harvey. 

During it's 10 year existence, the group featured a rotating cast of other 
members including Haydn Rob, Timothy Poston, lan Evetts and John Lacey. 
In 1974 Peter Christopherson joined the group and had a strong influence 
on its direction. 

The group was very involved in music throughout its history including an 
infamous support slot for Hawkwind on October 22nd 1971 in Bradford. 
However they were also very active with performance art, mail art, 
installations, video, and print publications. 

In September 1975, COUM members, Megson now known as Genesis P- 
Orridge, Cosey and Peter joined up with Chris Carter and focused their 
musical energies on the parallel project Throbbing Gristle. 
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COUM Transmission were always controversial with such avant garde 
happenings such as Copyright Breeches, COUMing of Age and Marcel 
Duchamp's Next Work, but this peaked with the "Prostitution" art exhibit at 
London's ICA in October, 1976. 

Based around photos from Cosey's career as a model/actress for 
pornographic magazines and the films of John Lindsay. 

The "Prostitution" show also saw the first real live performance from 
Throbbing Gristle. 

MP Sir Nicholas Fairbairn decried the show as "a sickening outrage, 
obscene and evil". The last COUM performance was in May 1978. 


| could never understand why magazines featuring naked women are 
considered dirty, what’s wrong with nudity? 

A simple problem | eventually solved at the age of 13. You see in the 
bottom left of the magazine's cover it says, “Not to be sold to minors’, of 
course! They work down coal mines and when they read the magazines 
they get dirt and dust on the pages. 


Joking aside this does beg a rather interesting question as to why sex is 
bad and war is good? 

Go turn your television on, what you watching? Cowboy film where the 
‘hero’ kills that natives, a war film where one group of men kill another 
group of men on the basis that they have been told to do so by another 
smaller group of men. 

Perhaps there is some cop drama on, someone is killed by a greedy 
person or Serial killer, you get the details of the incident often in graphic 
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detail. News programme, well that’s always about war, death and famine, 
some of it may be pixelated buts it’s all there, if you want the uncut 
version I’m sure someone of the internet will upload the full picture. 


You can have the most bloody, violent film loaded with torture and gore, 
but you show two blokes kissing and suddenly half the fucking population 
is up in arms and complaining that their decency and morals are being 
offended and what if the children saw it, what kind of message is this filth 
sending them 

Seriously what the fuck is wrong with society? 

You want to know why this world is fucked up, just take a look around, 
look at the media, the movies the glorification of soldiers, war and general 
conflict. 

What are we demonising in our world, its sex, society actually condemns 
the promotion and interpretation of sexuality, it has an unfortunate defect 
where by it seems to openly criticise gay, lesbian, bi sexual, trans gender 
people, it criticises the pornographic industry, as well as marketing using 
sexy women or men to advertise a product, please somebody explain to 
me where the problem is here and why it’s so terrible and destructive to 
society whilst accepting war and violence is such a casual way? 


Now | also understand the issues about equality, body image, rape and 
sexual violence, | confess that | really believe that if we had a different 
attitude in the first place, there wouldn't be so many problems these days. 
it is too late of course, minds cannot be changed, shame really. 


Supposedly cursed artefacts and art are in almost every museum, from a 
cursed amethyst held by the Natural History Museum in London, to a 
cursed meteorite at the Field Museum in Chicago. Myths of madness often 
swirl around radical art. 

At an 1874 Impressionism show, one visitor is said to have raged out and 
bit people on the street. 


Can a painting drive a person to madness? 

Goya’s disturbing Black Paintings, created between 1819 and 1823, could 
certainly bring on nightmares. 

However, it would seem that madness in art is just superstition, one which 
helps to sell the work or at least bring the people in to view it. 

Madness is normally reserved for the state of mind of the artist. 
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Yet at the University of London’s Royal Holloway, one painting is regularly 
covered up due to a fear that its gruesome visuals could remove the sanity 
from the viewer's brain. 

Edwin Landseer’s 1864 “Man Proposes, God Disposes” has freaked people 
out since its unveiling with its gory depiction of Polar bears tearing at 
human flesh. 

Did this painting really cause a student in the mid 1970’s to commit 
suicide? Writing upon a note “the polar bears made me do it.” 


Another recorded example dates to 1913 when Abram Balashov slashed 
“Ivan the Terrible and His Son Ivan On November 16, 1581.” 

Painted in 1885 by Ilya Repin, Balashov slashed the painting three times, 
screaming “Stop the bloodshed!” before he was hauled away to a mental 
institution. 


Of course, it is Caravaggio who employed close physical observation with 
a dramatic use of chiaroscuro that came to be known as Tenebrism. 
Tenebrism, from Italian tenebroso ("dark, gloomy, mysterious"), also 
occasionally called dramatic illumination, is a style of painting using 
profoundly pronounced chiaroscuro, where there are violent contrasts of 
light and dark, and where darkness becomes a dominating feature of the 
image. 

His unique technique creating a dominant stylistic element, darkening 
shadows and transfixing subjects in bright shafts of light. 

Yet by all accounts, it was his personal life that was fraught with madness 
and perhaps murder, never it would seem his art provoking such a 
reaction from the viewer, a cursed painter not a cursed painting. 


There is nevertheless a world of “cursed” work out there, | know because 
she conspired to manipulate me into meeting the curator, a man (I think), 
who it is said has collected such works on behalf of an employer for over 
three hundred years. 

Not that | knew it was her in the first place, no that came much later. 


She had been following me around since conception, at his request. 
What | thought was death, forever stalking me, was something much 
worse. 

| am condemned to write, to suffer in pain and never have peace. 

| need more time to live the music and art, to be satisfied, madness and 
solitude as one. 
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Our view is forbidden, but still we look. 
For death's beautiful dream 
Sweet slow life, how your words do whisper 
Follow me unto death 
Life shall be short 
Our time in death shall be 
FOREVER.

One weekend | shut myself away with two bottles of black label vodka, 
some cans of cider and lager to keep me company. 

| selected some various artist albums to play from the CBS double ‘Fill 
Your Head With Rock’ to the EMI ‘Metal For Muthas’ with all the new bands 
on it. 

No epic music sessions would be complete without some Pete and Dud, 
Monty Python and Kenneth Williams ones to lighten the mood. 

On my bed was a pile of music magazines like sounds and melody maker 
and of course latest editions of fiesta, Janus and Kane. 

My final indulgence for this weekend lock down was a bag of cocaine and 
some amphetamines. 

Friday soon blurred into Saturday, | kept the music loud, jumping up every 
now and then for some headbanging and air guitar work, | never missed a 
note! 

Somehow, | drank myself into oblivion and managed the return to sanity 
before repeating the process once more.

(Excerpt from his rediscovered notes) 


True art should be destroyed; it is the greatest expression of appreciation 
that the human animal can achieve. 

So that my home and all its contents will be destroyed, those who have 
worked here will not remember this place, it shall be as if we never 
existed. 


But my ego cannot allow this to happen without some form of memorial, 
cursed as | am since | gazed upon that Caravaggio as a child to walk the 
black corridor between this world and the angle. 


Therefore, | shall write pages, create tapes, | will be remembered. 

Of course, | must be cautious so this will be placed inside a box and sealed 
forever, that way | know that out there somewhere on this terrible world a 
fragment of me shall be forever out there. 

Maybe one day someone will discover it and have the knowledge to open 
it. 

Before my time is done | shall seek out one who might understand and him 
or her my notebook, my lists, the names and the codes, one last 
connection to another human. 

What use is knowledge if it cannot be passed on? 


| was born in Switzerland and wanted to be an artist or a musician, | was 
bereft of talent but did not see that as a boundary but would limit any 
progression. 


After an encounter with a young girl and her art collection my views 
changed not only of art but of life itself, to find out that everything we 
deem magical or religious was in fact a side effect of something called the 
angle, a world which is like our own occupying the same space but at a 
slight angle, there are doorways that lead to a black corridor and it 
damaged my very existence, but also gave me a chance to achieve 
something greater than myself. 


| was given a mansion by The Curator who like me felt that the surrealist 
movement had sold it soul the second it created a set of rules. 

Many of these artists were great painters and photographers, sculptures 
and writers, all these things should go against the whole concept of 
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surrealism. If it is a Freudian like trip inside the mind to be expressed 
without form and order then the resulting work should be chaos not fine 
art or beautiful music. 


| therefore decided to create a place for ordinary people to become the 
ultimate statement of true surrealism, no rules, no artistic training, just a 
desire to express themselves in any way they could. 


For this to happen the way | envisioned then | must become not a teacher, 
artist or musician but an "architect." 

For this mansion is bricks and wood and steel and glass, together they 
create a whole, | shall bring in people each a piece of a greater structure 
and in some way, | shall bring each piece together and cement and nail 
them as one. 


Having strived to become a musician and failed it struck me one that who 
exactly said, ‘this is what in tune should sound like’, or ‘a composition 
should have this structure and tempo’. 

Who indeed, so | started to seek out the true music rebels, those who 
would take the normal so called correct way and completely ignore it, 
regardless of what others thought of the finished product. 


It was here that | learned that there were many others who seemed to 
hold similar views, or to some extent simply set out on their own unique 
paths. 

| was introduced to such music forms as “Musique concrete”, “Acousmatic’” 
and “Electroacoustic music”. 

These strange, yet wonderful styles had been around since the first types 
of recording and performing had been around. 

As far back as 1944 an Egyptian composer had utilized pre-recorded 
fragments, loops, and sampled sounds, altering and manipulating them 
through numerous different techniques, all recorded onto wire. 

By 1949 electronic and synthesised music was widespread and the 
advances in tape recording equipment allowed many to multi track, 
reverse and add as much or as little as they wanted. 

Within a decade Joe Meek, was utilising these techniques and creating his 
own additions that would revolutionise the sound of the sixties. 


But | was looking for something of my own, a style of “Anti-Music’. 
My early attempts were destroyed in fits of self-loathing and anger. 
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| wandered through the rooms at the mansion, watching the people throw 
paint, make things, debate and with total freedom to be what they wanted. 
As | walked around everybody smiled at me, spoke of their thanks and 
expressed a wish that if the world were like this house, alive with this 
natural phenomenon a perfect spark of creativity, some spoke of the 
power that seemed to flow through the house and they gave it the 
nickname of the Electric Residence. 


| liked that name, it felt alive and had many interpretations, this also gave 
me an idea. 

That night | took some recording equipment into one of the cellars and set 
up two microphones connected to a reel to reel tape. 

On one wall there was some old nails in the wall, | wrapped some copper 
wire around them and then connected that to an old seven and a half volt 
ever ready battery. 

With everything set up | held down the play and record buttons to set off 
the recording and | left the cellar. 

Following morning | retrieved the equipment took it upstairs to my studio 
to see what if anything had been recorded. 

It was mainly hiss and static, there were a few hums which | assumed had 
come from the copper wire and some other strange sounds. 

After a day of cutting up the tape, rerecording it on a second device at 
different speeds and volume levels | eventually ended up with a natural 
aural backing track lasting 24 minutes, this would be the structure on 
which | would create my first lasting piece of anti-music. 


The following day | collected together as many instruments as | could find: 
Cello, Double Bass, Bassoon, Violin, Tuning Forks and a Gong. 
Some of the residents had their own equipment which they set up. 


It was not meant as a statement of perfection, nor was it meant to be 
something clever for the sake of being clever type of composition; it was 
simply an organic process in which people chose their instrument, sat 
down and just started to play. 

We passed around alcohol, others smoked and then as the evening 
progressed people started making sounds and there was much laughter. 
At that point | set off the recording equipment. 


The result required a great deal of editing, but there was enough to use. 
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| was unaware at the time but somehow, | had created something that 
should not exist, a recording from the dark corridor, soon after she made 
her first appearance. 

| wonder if my fate was sealed and condemned or had another possibility 
opened up? 


| became increasingly fascinated by N. Senada's "Theory of Obscurity" 
which states that an artist can only produce pure art when the 
expectations of the outside world are not taken into consideration. 


This draws a much better concept than dada which although | have a great 
deal of respect for | disliked their politics, but then | dislike all politics. 

If you can take four notes and create a masterpiece then Beethoven made 
a perfect piece of music with his fifth symphony. Those notes are used by 
thousands but played in a different order, so if a composer uses those 
same notes does that mean that they have copied him, well no after all he 
didn’t own them, but does that then mean that ultimately music Is not 
about the notes? 

My idea then formulated, how to create a new piece of music, first of all 
With guitar and bass, one string on each, not tuned to any particular note 
and then run through numerous guitar effects pedals and heavily distorted 
amplification. 


The drums needed to be dark and heavy, two bass drums, a side drum with 
a snare attached underneath it with loose springs. Percussion would be 
just one cymbal. 


The final instruments to be used would be a synthesizer and Organ only 
one single key to be used, held down whilst playing with the pedals, 
switches and sliders. 


Now | did not want to record this in the conventional way and | spent some 
days deciding on how to do it, eventually | decided it should be both 
organic and spontaneous and have natural atmosphere. This would be 
created by the sounds of an audience. 


"If the audience wants perfectly played music, let them listen to Angels’. 


Then if it is the work of Lucifer and his demons to be different, then so be 
it. 
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| set up four stages each with an instrument upon it, placed facing each 
other with a large space in the middle. 

| placed microphones in front of each instrument and 2 in the audience 
area. 

| chose some people to play the instruments giving them a single idea to 
expand on, the rest would be up to them and the audience. 


Having talked with a few of the resident artists we decided to throw a 
party. 

My day was interrupted by a visitor, | was told that my time was over, 
details | shall not expand on here. 

Suffice to say that not long afterwards | left the Electric Residence and 
before my time was up | had to search out somebody, anybody with whom 
| could speak with about music and pass on my note book. 

My note book contained my ever increasing list of records | had found of 
great interest, it also had some notes of a darker subject along with some 
names, all of which | coded, perhaps one day someone may decipher them, 
| was unsure of that prospect, but at least, | hope, that it will survive, as 
surely as | will not. 
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4. THE RECORD LIST 


Vincent was a collector of many things, strange jewelled boxes, unusual 
musical instruments, some disturbing artwork and records. 

In 1982 | was fortunate enough to meet a man claiming to be the Velvet 
Lucifer, he was old but immaculately dressed in a black velvet suite, black 
silk shirt and a long black jacket, he certainly looked like a grandfather 
goth and spoke so eloquently and with great knowledge of music and its 
history. 

That was quite a story he told me, in fact from that point on | took it upon 
myself to delve far deeper into music's history, he gave me a note pad 
which was tied in a red ribbon. He said that inside was a list of great music 
that started from the early 1920's right up to something that was released 
within the last few months. 

He told me that he was waiting to meet someone like me and that he could 
now leave to be at peace. Odd thing to say | thought, but what a great list 
to work with. 

He said farewell to me and then looked slightly to my left, smiled and said,

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5. THE VISIONARIES OF ELECTRONIC MUSIC & RECORDING 
1911 - 1966 


You could be forgiven in thinking that electronic music was something of a 
late 1960’s development and that it was The Beatles who in 1966 introduced 
the listener to multi tracking and other amazing recording techniques. By 
1969 progressive rock and ambient music was beginning to make its mark, 
mainly from German bands like Tangerine Dream and Britain’s Pink Floyd. 
Space rock was considered a seventies thing pioneered by Hawkwind and 
that Mike Oldfield’s ‘Tubular Bells’ was a marvel of advanced multi tracking 
and electronics. 

| had for a long time kind of bought into this whole idea that rock music 
went from blues to Elvis, The Beatles and then bugger all until the likes of 
Led Zeppelin, David Bowie and the Sex Pistols came along. 


However, once you Start to scratch the surface, you suddenly find yourself 
in the most amazing universe and discover that electronic, progressive, 
Space, drone, doom; all these styles had been around decades before in 
some cases and whilst almost all of it went unnoticed by the majority, it 
was there and it was influencing those it reached and set the standards by 
which everything that followed ‘could’ be judged by. 


Did you know that the first electric guitar was invented in 1931 and yet the 
first synthesiser was built in 1897! 

It was not the Blues that drove these pioneers but Jazz and classical 
composers such as Schoenberg. 


Whilst many associate terms of heavy metal music sub-genres such as 
Doom and Drone to Black Sabbath, a quick look in the musical history 
footnotes will find those very same notes held for a length of time, 
downbeat, de-tuned and sustained were being created and performed in 
1958. 

Some musicians were aware of this and used these new sound ideas to 
create a more ‘rock’ orientated drone and downbeat sound by 1965. 


It would seem that from the moment Ada Lovelace wrote in 1843: 

“Supposing, for instance, that the fundamental relations of pitched sounds 
in the science of harmony and of musical composition were susceptible of 
such expression and adaptations, the engine might compose elaborate and 
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scientific pieces of music of any degree of complexity or extent” the world 
of music would have a new and exciting direction. 


History tends to be written by the famous and the successful but these are 
just a few of the originators, the visionaries, the mad genius who wanted 
to push forward and those who just looked at something and asked why 
that should be the only way. 


There is a world out there full of strange sounds and rhythm, a world of 
ideas and noise, where silence can be deemed as sound, where art can be 
heard. 

Surreal soundscapes painted in musical notes and placed in the gallery of 
your mind. 

| have recently returned to my journey back to the beginning, to discover 
these amazing people, if you have more than a passing interest in music, 
then | hope my short list may give you a starting point. 


Maryanne Amacher. 

Composer of Avant Garde electronic and classical works since 1964. 

By 1966 she had developed psychoacoustic techniques and was a pioneer 
of ‘Telematic’ performance. 

Her unique approach was demonstrated By “City Links” a 28 hour long 
piece created by using microphones throughout the city of Buffalo, USA in 
1967. 


Robert Ashley. 

Creating sounds from various electronic devices together with acoustic 
instrumentation and utilising objects around him. 

Performances began in 1957. In 1960 his performance titled “The Bottle 
Man” used tapes, distorted and feedback laden microphones and 
loudspeakers. 

The CD titled ‘Wolfman’ from 2003 contains recordings made from 1957 to 
1964. 


Milton Babbitt. 

Music theorist and mathematician began composing abstract works in 
1935, by 1961 he moved to electronics and tape manipulation as 
demonstrated by his work titled “Vision and Prayer for soprano and 
synthesized tape”. 
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Francois Bayle. 

Considered a founding father of “Acousmatic” music and by 1959 was 
composing electronic pieces. His recordings began to appear on various 
compilation albums in 1967. 

The 1968 album ‘L'oiseau Chanteur’ contains recordings made from 1963 
onwards. 


Herbert Brun. 

Jazz pianist and music lecturer who in the 1950’s started to work with 
electronics. In 1958 he was using tapes to create music and by 1963 had 
incorporated tapes with chamber orchestras. His interest in computers 
grew in 1964 and he started to use programming as part of his 
compositions. 

By the early 70’s he was creating his own programmes and exploring the 
potential for computer generated music. 


John Cage. 

| can no more do justice to Mr Cage here in a short paragraph than | could 
to Stockhausen. Visionary that’s for sure, a man who perfected 
experimental music, music as an act of chance or circumstance, one who 
took the conventions and threw them to one side seeking to produce more 
than what was expected. 

Composing and recording by 1934 his new approach started to come 
together with the 1937 piece ‘Construction in Metal’ which along with many 
other works can be found on the 1958 triple album boxed set 
‘Retrospective Concert’. 

Another element to his work was silence as demonstrated by his 1952 
composition “4’33” where the musicians remain silent on the stage with 
the only sounds being that from the audience. 


Hugh Le Caine. 

Having built his own sound synthesiser in 1940 he went on to design and 
build somewhere in the region of forty further electronic instruments 
before creating a special purpose tape recorder which by 1955 was known 
as a multi-track recorder. 

This device allowed for double tracking of voice and instrument some 11 
years before ADT was supposedly invented by engineers working with the 
Beatles. His creation allowed for numerous new possibilities of what could 
be achieved from playing one piece forward and another backwards at the 
same time. His recordings dating from 1946 onwards can be found on the 
1985 album ‘Pioneer in Electronic Music Instrument Design’. 
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Delia Derbyshire. 

By 1962 she was a member of the Radiophonic workshop for the BBC and 
began creating electronic sounds with whatever she could lay her hands 
on or invent. Delia also worked heavily with multi tracking and tape 
editing. Her most famous composition was the Doctor Who television 
theme in 1963 and later the disturbing 1969 album ‘An Electric Storm’ under 
the name of White Noise, her work at the BBC on television and radio 
programmes is nothing short of genius. 


Tod Dockstader. 

History may remember him for his work on Tom & Jerry cartoons in 1961 
and 62, yet it was his electronic creations released in 1960 (Eight 
Electronic Pieces) recorded at the Gotham studios where he had worked 
as a sound engineer since 1958 that had brought him to the attention of the 
animators and writers at “Terrytoons’ in the first place. 


Jean Dubuffet. 

Artist, Painter and Sculptor, he was the founder of the “Art Brut” 
movement in the 1940's. In 1959 he started to take an interest in musical 
composition, in particular as a form of sound art. The first of these were 
released in 1961 as a boxed set of six 10” records titled ‘Experiences 
Musicales’. 


Herbert Eimert. 

Music theorist, composer and radio producer who by 1926 was making 
Avant Garde classical works with handmade noise instruments. In 1951 he 
set up a studio for electronic music and by 1953 was releasing albums of 
electronic works. 


Halim El-Dabh. 

Whilst still a student in Cairo in the early 1940's he began experiments in 
electronic music and sound manipulation with wire recorders. 

By 1944, he had composed one of the earliest known works of tape music 
called ‘The Expression of Zaar', having borrowed a wire recorder from the 
offices of Middle East Radio, he took it to the streets to capture outside 
sounds, specifically an ancient Zaar ceremony, a type of exorcism 
conducted in public. Intrigued by the possibilities of manipulating recorded 
sound for musical purposes, he believed it could open up the raw audio 
content of the Zaar ceremony to further investigation into "the inner 
sound" contained within. 
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The completed piece lasting 25 minutes was publicly presented in 1944 at 
an art gallery event in Cairo. 

In 1949 he moved to America and within ten years was invited to work at 
the Columbia-Princeton Electronic Music Center. 


Luc Ferrari. 

When it comes to ambient music on a grand scale then it is to Luc’s work 
in 1959 that we should bow to. Completed in 1960, ‘Heterozygote’ used tape 
recordings of everyday sounds edited to create music. 

A decade later his masterpiece of 12 hours of ambient sound edited and 
electronically enhanced to create 21 minutes of music titled “Presque Rien 
No. 1 ‘Le Lever du jour au bord de la mer” was released on LP. 


Bengt Hambraeus. 

Organist and medieval music expert, in the late 1950’s he began to 
experiment with the organ creating new tonal effects and mixing them 
with other electronics to create improvised stereo sounds. These science 
fiction type sounds were the predecessor to what became known as space 
rock as performed by bands like Hawkwind. The 1958 recording of 
‘Constellations I’ were released on a 1962 album ‘Constellations & 
Interferences’. 


Pierre Henry. 

In 1942 he began to experiment with non-musical objects to create music. 
In 1949 he started to work on a ‘symphony of noises’ using electronics, 
record players, tapes and sound mixers. In 1958 an album of his work 
‘L'Occident Est Bleu / L'An Cinquante-Six’ was released in France. 

In December 1969 he came to the forefront of the ‘rock generation’ with his 
collaboration with British rock group Spooky Tooth, though it is said to 
have finished the career of the band, the album ‘Ceremony An Electronic 
Mass’ remains one of the most interesting albums of that year, attempting 
to push new ideas and boundaries that would become something of a pre 
cursor to progressive space rock in the 1970's. 


Rune Lindblad. 

Experimental artist and musician who began recording electronic works in 
1953. By 1957 he was performing strange live events mixing electronics 
with manipulated sounds on tape and abstract visuals. 

He is credited with bringing the Electroacoustic genre to Sweden, later 
teaching at the University of Gothenburg. 
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Otto Luening. 

By 1952 he had perfect a method of tape manipulation and used samples of 
other instruments to be played in a random order during live 
performances in conjunction with various early synthesisers and 
electronic devices. 


Edouard-Léon Scott de Martinville. 

Inventor of the ‘phonautograph’ patented on March 25th 1857. It 
transcribed sound waves as undulations or other deviations in a line 
traced on smoke-blackened paper or glass. Intended solely as a 
laboratory instrument for the study of acoustics, it could be used to 
visually study and measure the amplitude envelopes and waveforms of 
speech and other sounds, or to determine the frequency of a given musical 
pitch by comparison with a simultaneously recorded reference frequency. 
Realising its potential on April 9th 1860, he made a twenty second 
recording of the song "Au clair de la lune". 

It would be another ten years before Thomas Edison's ‘Phonograph’ and 
Emile Berliner's ‘Gramophone’. 


Max Mathews. 

Credited as being responsible for the first piece of computer generated 
music in 1957. He quickly advanced this technology and by 1961 was 
creating synthesised human voices which lead him to study 
communication, later becoming a professor of research. In 1965 an EP of 
his music was released in Germany. 


Joe Meek. 

Personally | have always regarded Meek as the single most important 
person in the development of British music production. 

He was the record producer, musician, sound engineer and songwriter 
who pioneered space age and experimental pop music in the UK during 
the 1950's. He assisted the development of recording practices like 
overdubbing, sampling and reverberation, much of which he invented in 
his small recording studio that also utilised the kitchen and bathroom to 
aid the acoustics. 

Meek was the first to develop the idea that the recording studio itself 
could also be used as an instrument. 

He pioneered studio tools such as multiple over-dubbing on one and two 
track machines, close miking, direct input of bass guitars, the compressor 
and effects like echo and reverb. Lest we forget he also used back 
masking, tape cut ups and sampling. 
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Pauline Oliveros. 

Began composing her own classical works by the age of sixteen. In 1953 
she started to experiment with tapes and primitive electronics. 

By 1962 she had designed her own signal processing system and was a 
member of the Tape Music Centre, a collection of experimental musicians 
and composers. 


Daphne Oram. 

British inventor of ‘Oramics’ in 1957, a way creating music by drawing onto 
35mm film cells. Her work began back in 1942 when she started to 
experiment with sounds on tape which she then cut up and looped, sliced, 
forwards and backwards, perhaps it is of little surprise that despite one of 
works being rejected by the BBC she later formed the Radiophonic 
Workshop. Using sine wave oscillators in conjunction with other tapes and 
handmade devices her work was quickly in demand for Science Fiction 
radio and television productions. 

She later resigned from the BBC unhappy at the lack of willingness to 
progress with electronics. By the 1960’s she was creating effects for use in 
James Bond films whilst continuing with her ‘Oramics’ work. In the 1970's 
she became a lecturer in electronics and wrote two books. 

Aside from a 7” single in 1962 and some soundtrack albums the majority of 
her work was unreleased, however in the last decade compilations of her 
ground breaking work have started to appear. 


Jean-Jacques Perrey. 

By 1949 he was demonstrating the proto synthesiser known as ‘Ondioline’ 
and used the keyboard to perform on the 1951 record ‘L’ame des Poéetes’ by 
Charles Trenet. By 1953 he was building a studio and creating machines to 
generate rhythms and sequences, completed by 1960 he was creating 
strange sound recordings and later worked for Robert Moog creating 
numerous Moog pop records. In 1965 he along with another musician 
Gershon Kingsley created what many claim as the first ‘progressive rock’ 
music, some results of which were released in 1966 on the album ‘The in 
sound from way out!’. 


Henri Pousseur. 

In the early 1950’s he began to create a version of ‘Serialism’ with 
composition using a series of pitches, rhythms, dynamics and other 
elements. The first finished work was ‘Séismogrammes’ in 1954. It is his 
1957 work ‘Scambi’ which he began the previous year that he is most 
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remembered for. Utilising different pieces of sound and white noise in 
which the listener could choose to rearrange should he/she wish to do so. 


Eliane Radigue. 

Began composing in the early 1950’s, by 1961 she was creating music by 
using tape loops and feedback generated from microphones alongside 
more traditional instruments. 

In 1970 she completed her first complete work Vice Versa in Paris, France. 


Terry Riley. 

Though famed for his 1969 album ‘A Rainbow in Curved Air’, he had been 
recording tape loops and electronic music since the 1950's. 

Early released works include ‘Music for the Gift’ in 1963 and ‘In C’ in 1964. 
He would later collaborate with John Cale for the ‘Church Of Anthrax’ 
album in 1971. 


Clara Rockmore. 

Classical musician who became friends with Leo Theremin not long after 
he created the device in 1928. Within a year Clara was performing live 
classical compositions with the Theremin accompanied by her sister on 
piano. 

Sadly, little was ever recorded but there are two albums of performances, 
one of which The Lost Theremin Album’ is available on CD. 


Oskar Sala. 

It was 1930 when he first performed with a new instrument called a 
‘Trautonium’ named after its creator Dr. Friedrich Trautwein, it is 
considered as the first electronic synthesiser. By 1935 Sala had advanced 
the machine to perform “Sub Harmonics” something which had never been 
done before. In 1938 he began studio recordings. 

The piece titled ‘Five improvisations on magnetic tape’ was released ona 
1961 album. 


Pierre Schaeffer. 

In 1936 he became interested in music composition and started to find a 
form of “expressionism” and look outside of the confines of traditional 
music, he quickly built his own electronic and recording devices and 
experimented with playing music at different speeds, mixing them 
forwards and backwards and sampling instruments on tape. In 1948 he 
created a new form of music called “Musique Concrete” a complex mixture 
of tape and electronic techniques, sound manipulation and performance. In 
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1959 his first recorded piece ‘Etude Aux Allures’ was released on LP. Much 
later in 1974 he built the ‘Acousmonium’ a massive sound system with over 
80 different types of speakers linked into tape devices. 


Raymond Scott. 

Legendary Jazz musician who began recording in 1937, dismissed by many 
due his downbeat metronomic style, he began to create his own theories 
even performing with a 13 piece orchestra playing near silent music. 
Hollywood came calling and his music was used in numerous films. By the 
mid 1940’s he had perfected multi tracking and worked as a music 
producer. 

By 1946 his studio techniques were considered revolutionary by those who 
worked with him. | might add that these were far more advanced than 
many so called new & revolutionary techniques used at Abbey Road some 
twenty years later, but alas history as so often the case, forgets that. That 
same year (1946) he began creating his own ring modulators, wave and 
tone envelopes and by 1950 had built a fully functional synthesizer called a 
‘Clavivox’ and was recording strange electronic music. He carried on 
building polyphonic sequencers and other devices and was a major 
influence on Robert Moog. 


Karlheinz Stockhausen. 

Perhaps the best known creator of electronic music, Avant Garde or just 
“out there” sounds. His complex theories and approach are as complex as 
the way he made the music. In 1951 he began electronic compositions that 
would confound the listener and challenge and often disgust the classical 
world and beyond. 

His ability to take the concept of controlled chance in music and turn it into 
weird compositions or utilise any and everything around him from cello to 
helicopter! 

He did away with the conventional and rewrote the way that music is 
formulated. 

An example of this new approach can be found with his 1959 work ‘Zyklus’ 
the score of which was created in a way that the musician could start at 
any given page, work forwards, backwards and even upside down. 

He would influence a wide variety of musicians from Miles Davis to Bjork 
as well as those in the electronic field. 


David Tudor. 
Avant Garde pianist who in the mid 1950’s was known for performing the 
works of La Monte Young and Christian Wolff. Formed a partnership with

John Cage and released their first album ‘Indeterminacy: New Aspect Of 
Form In Instrumental And Electronic Music’ in 1959. 


Vladimir Ussachevsky. 
Started to move away from traditional instruments in 1951 and move into 
electronics, In 1957 his first album ‘Metamorphosis’ was released. 


Edgard Varese. 

Having written his first opera at the age of twelve, Varese was something 
of a genius to say the least. In 1911 he performed a symphonic poem in 
Berlin which caused some controversy. Later becoming involved with the 
Dada movement he began to experiment with mixing traditional 
instruments with new handmade devices. In 1934 he was performing with 
electronic instruments, cello and vocals. The piece ‘lonisation’ was 
released as a 78RPM in 1937. 


Ruth White. 

Classically trained in numerous traditional instruments, Ruth quickly 
became more interested in Avant Garde music. By 1962 she was becoming 
interested in the concepts of music and finding new ways to expand them. 
In 1964 she built her own studio and began creating electronic works. 


lannis Xenakis. 

You may be forgiven for asking who? Yet to many he is one of the most 
important post World War II composers and seen as the “father” of 20th 
century classical music. 

His approach to music Is that of an architect and mathematician and the 
way he created live performances was revolutionary. By the early 1950’s 
he was using electronics, tape manipulation and other techniques, a 
perfect example of this work is the 1959 piece ‘Diamorphoses’. 


La Monte Young. 

The mastermind behind the music we tend to know as Drone or Doom. 
From being a Jazz musician in the late 1950’s he moved to electronics in 
1960. Mixing Gregorian Chants with Indian Raga and Classical Chinese and 
utilising the twelve tone technique he forged a new way of creating sound. 
From holding down a single note for a heavy sound and allowing it to 
continue, he then blended this with additional tonal and frequency ratios. 
Perhaps his biggest influence was on John Cale who employed many of La 
Monte Young's techniques and soundscapes to help create the Velvet 
Underground's dark and unique sound back in 1965.

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6.JE PENSE, DONC JE SUIS 


Quite who first coined the phrase ‘The Human Condition’ seems to have 
been lost in the ever distant sands of time. 

It has a huge range of sub headings and philosophical starting points, 
essentially it covers the ideals of human existence, such as birth, emotion, 
aspiration, and mortality. 

Analysed from different perspectives, including those of religion, 
philosophy, history, art, literature, anthropology, psychology, and biology. 
What you can gain from such studies is in many ways redundant, after all 
looking at the list one word more than any other comes to mind, a 
common denominator in effect, CONFLICT. 

If we all have different viewpoints on any given range of subjects, then we 
have conflict, a peace march against war is in itself conflict, for it places 
one group of people against another's. 

This can be found in everything, without exception. 

Returning to ‘choice’ another example where we have none, | have no 
interest in taking part in the game that pits one group against another, yet 
it seems | cannot escape, society somehow manages to command that a 
‘side’ be taken. 

Descartes stated in 1637 “Je pense, donc je suis”, refusing to accept the 
endless philosopher’s that had preceded his new ideas. 


My point, if there is one here, is that we spend so much time on telling 
everybody what to do, how to do it, which is the correct moral approach, 
obey this, don’t do that, this is the ‘right’ thing here not that one over there, 
that we forget one simple fact we are all human, we may philosophise on 
life, contemplate its myriad of complex issues, but ultimately no one has 
any rights over any individual. 


You may see this as a recipe for anarchy or disaster, you may be right, but 
in all honesty, it is not your call. 

Other conclusions | have come to accept is that ‘thinking’ is a bloody 
terrible thing, Descartes was quite correct when he made that most 
profound of statements, but at what cost? 

| think therefore | am, | suppose it could be viewed as a question, “I am” 
okay but “what?”. 

As for thinking well that can ruin many a situation. 

| once watched a brilliant lecture by Dr. Jonathan Miller in which he began 
by telling a joke, everybody laughed, then over the next two hours he 
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analysed each word and how we react to it, the complexities of language 
and how we interact with it on both a physical and emotional level. He 
ended the lecture by telling the same joke, this time nobody laughed. 


| find nothing more satisfying than comedy, for me all aspects of the 
Human Condition are condensed into this one branch of the arts. It also 
places the comedian in that position of entertainer, informer and one who 
can shed light on all things. Many great comedians understand that 
philosophical concept of thought and self, and many deal with demons and 
ghosts far greater than many would believe. 

| have found that in my darkest moments watching a Marx Brothers film 
somehow makes me feel less down and depressed. 

Yet should comedy be funny? Dr. Miller himself once part of the comedic 
revolution alongside the legendary Peter Cook explanation and analysis 
seems to suggest not. One comedian once said during a clever monologue 
“If Shakespeare had meant his comedies to be funny, he would have put a 
joke in them’.
